New rules, employes?

ASI President John Gianonni is 
attempting to make certain that no 
ASI equipment is used for what he 
terms non-official purposes, i.¢., 
the recall movement against him 
and other ASI officials. 

Cheri Hunt from California 
State Employees Association 
(CSEA) representing grieving ASI 
employees says Gianonni's ef- 
forts are retaliation for the action 
taken by grieving employees last 
October. 

It started with a letter written by 
Gianonni dated Nov. 19 to various 
organizations which stated: 

“It has come to my attention 
that members of your organization 
are using your group's name as 
sponsors of the recall drive for ASI 
officers. | would request that you 
officially notify me as to your 
organization's participation in this 
activity, 1.e., therefore are you the 
sponsoring organization.” 

Most of the private groups con- 
tacted have replied, in various 
degrees of sarcasm, informing the 
president of their status. 

Petey Dodson, director of the 
children’s center, replied, ac- 
cording to her memory: 

“If indeed the children’s center 
were involved, why would we have 
to notify you?”

Gianonni's reply was (Nov. 25) 

“It has been noied that you are 
participating unlawfully,  Le.. 
ASCSUS Constitution and 
Statutes, in an activity inimical to 
the functioning of your employer, 
ASI 

“Under the authority vested in 
me, as your superior (Constitution, 
Art. Il, Section 1 & 2; Statute 115, 
Section V-C: Statute 101), | am 
ordering you to cease all recail 
related activities under the aus- 
pices of the Child Care Center. | 
am also ordering you to insure that 
the ASI child care facilities are not 
utilized for these questionable ac- 
tivities without ASI permission as 
per Statute 270-11, Ill, ASSSC 
ACT 270-1. 

“I hereby request an immediate 
reply to this memo conveying your 
reaction, and intended response. In 
any further communication 
between us, you will please show 
respect by quick response, and no 
questioning of my valid authorities 
as your administrative supervisor 
Also, if you are so opposed to the 
people who pay your salary, and if 
you would like to resign, | am sure 
that there are hundreds of other 
child care centers just waiting to 
hire you at your salary of $13,368.” 

Cheri Hunt, from CSEA, 
charged harassment. “I think it’s 
retalitory because of the grievance 
which was filed by ASI employees. 
The veiled threat (suggestion) that 
the employees resign is reminicent 
of the 1870s when employees were 
organizing to protect their nghts 
and in retaliation, employers 


threatened or actually fired their 
employees,” said Hunt. 

She said the letter “speaks for 
itself on the question of his 
intelligence, literacy, his capacities 
as president and employer, his 
belief in civil liberties.” 

“We consider the 
characterization (by Gianonni) of 
the recall movement as ‘inimical to 
the functioning of ASI as 
highly debatable.” 

Gianonni when contacted by 
the Hornet flatly denied any inten- 
tion to retaliate against ASI em- 
ployees involved in last October's 
grievance or that he was threaten- 
ing anyone’s job. He said, “The 
letter speaks for itself.” 

Other sources close to the ASI 
president said that the letter in 
question did not intend to dictate 
the activities of ASI employees on 
their own time.

Nader says

Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader says the need to protect 
nuclear plants may tngger a 
surveillance society a police 
State 

Nader made the assertion last 
week during the Nuclear Initiative 
hearings before the Warren Com- 
mittee in the State Capitol 

He also termed the alleged close 
relationship between the federal 
government and nuclear business 
atom« socialism. 

Nader charged the Federal 
Energy Administration with prac- 
ticing favoritism, pushing nuclear 
power, and underfinancing non- 
monopoly sources of energy while 
cutting funds for energy conser- 
vation research. 

“The government 's throwing 
the case for its client — the con- 
sumer.” He said more than } 10 of- 
ficials in the energy administration 
are former oil executives. 

Explaining that 70 per cent of 
U.S. energy is not consumed by 
staall consumers, Nader attributed 
the greatest potential for energy 
savings to highly centralized users, 
residing in industry and commerce. 
“The central issue is waste,” he 
added 

But “if we use less electricity, the 
utilities are not very excited by the 
prospect. Utilities are legal 
monopolies that need the balance 
and input of citizen action groups. 

“If we can achieve the efficiency 
of Sweden and West Germany, we 
wouldn't need nuclear energy at 
all,” Nader said 

Nader believes wasteful at- 
titudes are ingrained in our minds 
and conservation is contrary to the 
goals of those pushing energy use. 

Better than 40 percent savings 
in energy use is possible through 
thrift-minded conservation and 
changes in government § and 
business practices. “The federal 
government has produced a 23 per 
cent reduction of energy use in 
1974 over 1973, and they say they 
are not through yet.” 
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Nukes need scrutiny 


Nader favors withdrawing sub- 
sidies to the nuclear industry and 
forming residential consumer ac- 
tion groups to institute a house-to- 
house campaign to advise and help 


‘neighborhoods conserve energy 


Tax incentives or direct subsidies 
should be given to finance in- 
dividuals of all economic states to 
insulate homes and improve energy 
practices 

The breeder reactor program, 
originally estimated as a §2 billion 
project, has ballooned into a $10 
billion project that some within the 
nuclear camp say may have been a 
total waste 

“Nuclear power subsidies are a 
polite way of saying atomic 
socialism,” Nader said. “Solar 
energy contracts are largely given 
to the largest companies such as 
Westinghouse, whose interest are 
predominantly in nuclear energy.” 

The large energy producers 
practice and encourage systematic 
avoidance of efficiency, and dis- 
courage alternative energies such 
as solar and burning of agricultural 
residues for electrical power, he 
sa:d 

Solar energy and other non- 
monopoly energy sources are dis- 
couraged, Nader believes, because 
Exxon doesn't own them. 

Nader is also concerned that the 
nuclear industry has avoided 
another large waste problem. He 
said many burnt out reactors will 
have to be cemented up and 
guarded beginning around the year 
2000. 

Nader criticized one nuclear 
proponent'’s plan for a “nuclear 
priesthood” as being “based on an 
act of faith.” 

Because of the extreme toxicity 
of nuciear wastes and the need for 
complete security from theft and 
sabotage, we may have to create a 
“surveillance society — police 
state.” Nader fears that we will be 
forced to make a cruel choice. . . 
civil liberties are fine, but lives will 
have to be protected. “The loyalty 
oath of the mid-50s will be paled by 
comparison to the security needed 
within the nuclear system.”

Mayor says government 
can help Sacramentans 


Sacramento's Mayor Phillip L 
Isenberg says in his inaugural 
statement that there are things the 
government can do to help the 
residents of this city. 

Here is the mayor's statement: 

It is traditional to offer 
congratulations to newly elected 
members of the Council. I offer 
those congratulations, but | also 
extend condolences. During the 
coming year, members of this 
Council and every citizen of this 
City will be called upon to face an 
increasing number of problems, 
both complex and difficult 

Every modern city has its own 
concerns and conflicts. Sac- 
ramento is no exception. We look 
upon a deteriorating downtown, 
and some troubled neighborhoods: 
senior citizens who lack decent 
housing and have little hope; and a 
distressingly high unemployment 
rate 

But if this City has its share of 
problems it also has the strength 
and the ability to change. It is an at- 
tractive city, with a = strong 
economic base of government em- 
ployment and vast resources of 
talent and energy. The best way we 
can solve our problems is to use our 
strength intelligently and produc- 
tively 

As Mayor, I have three basic 
goals: 

FIRST: To have an openand an 
active administration. The best 
people and the best ideas of this 
community must be brought 
together. We must be receptive to 
new ideas and to new plans. 

SECOND: To provide 
governmental services in a fair and 
rational manner. This means, for 
example, that our downtown area 
will begin the process of 
revitalization — but not at the cost 
of reducing services to the 
neighborhoods that solid and 
effective environmental and plan- 
ning contro! will continue but 
not be allowed to develop into 
meaningless red tape . and that 
our utility rate structure should be 
re-examined to provide relief to the 
aged. 

THIRD: To approach the rising 
cost of government directly and 
rationally. Far too often we have 
not understood — or perhaps have 
not wished to understand the 
true cost impact of our decisions

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Destroying animals is a mental expense

“It’s not much of a cost expense, 
only an extreme mental expense of 
those that do the job.” So stated 
JoAnne Woody, acting director of 
the Sacramento Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(SSPCA). speaking on the subject 
of putting animals to sleep 

The SSPCA for the first time in 
its 27 vears of existence is seeking 
public assistance to raise $50,000 to 
keep the shelter operating next 
year 

The center provides many ser- 
vices, including “a 24-hour animal 
ambulance service, a reduced cost 
spaying program for pets, rescue 
work in emergencies, investigation 
and prosecution of cases of cruelty 
to animals and the acceptance and 
placement if possible, of unwanted 
and stray animals.” It was the “if 
possible” in the last section that 
took me down to 2117 Front 
Street, the home of the SSPCA 


While Mrs. Woody was busy 
attending to important phone 
matters, | had a chance to really 
listen to the sounds around me 
The walls were pulsating with a 
constant drill of desperate, plead- 
ing animals. Echoes of “Come 
here, baby.” spoken by an office 


full of animal lovers, accompanied 
dogs howling and barking and 
crying. “Big Woofs” and “Little 
Yaps” searching and wondering 
what their fate was to be. 

During the month of October, 
500 dogs were taken in, 200 were 
found homes, 1& were returned to 
their owners, and 282 of them were 
put to sleep. 800 cats were taken in, 
125 were found homes, 2 were 
returned home, and 673 were put to 
sleep. 27 miscellaneous (rabbits, 
guinea pigs, pigeons, etc.) were 
taken in, 7 were found homes, and 
26 were put to sleep 

The animals continue to come 
in, the work load continues to in- 
crease, the cost of maintaining the 
shelter increases and the money 
seems to decrease. Last year the 
shelter’s total income was $106,000 
($57,000 of this was from 
donations). However, this was still 
$16,000 short of meeting the 
SSPCA’s operating cost. Now they 
may be forced to shut their doors 
and close up shop altogether 

The animal shelter is the only 
shelter which is able to keep pets 
alive beyond local governmental 
time limits. It has a trained staff, 
and junior volunteers between the 
ages of 12 to 18 to give extra love 
and care to the animals. It gives 


California not ‘kook 
capitol’ profs say 


(CPS) Charles Manson, 
Lynette Fromme, Sara Jane 
Moore, Patricia Hearst, Sirhar: B. 
Sirhan, flower children, Zebra 
Killers and Orange County 
notwithstanding, California is not 
the “kook capita!” of the world, ac- 
cording to several professors at 
Stanford University. 

The professors, queried by The 
Stanford Daily, generally cited the 
rootless pasts of many California 
citizens as the reasons why the state 
has a “wide variety of deviant sex- 
ual behaviors, political views aid 
lifestyles.” But they 2!! maintained 
that California is no more 
dangerous than any other state 

“California does not have a 
monopoly of all the kooks,” said 
psychiatrist Donald Lunde, who 
recently examined Patricia Hearst 
“The highest murder rate is in the 
South 12.9 per 100,000 in- 
dividuals as opposed to 7.8 in the 
West. Finger pointing, like gun 
pointing, is too simple,” he said. 

“To the extent that (mental hos- 
pital) beds reflect need. California 
is clearly jess deviant than many of 
the finger-pointing regions of the 
East.” agreed Stanford Law 
School Professor David 
Rosenhan. He, like Stanford 





psychologist Lee Ross, believe that 


the current spate of assassination 
attempts in the Golden State are in- 
dividual attempts prompted by the 
media. 

“Such incidents are the price 
our society must pay for a free 
press,” Rosenhan explained. “The 
fact that both occurred in Califor- 
nia reminds me of the old adage, 
“All Indians walk in single file, at 
least the Indian | saw walked in 
single file.” It would take quite a 
few more attempts to justify blam- 
ing the state.”

So 
reads one of the many handouts 
available at the shelter. 

The SSPCA is a nonprofit 
organization supported by con- 


tributions and memberships

chooses to have more than one sex- 
ual partner is a “disgrace,” and (b) 
that, without the restraining hand 
of the “familia,” and the vital, vital 
importance of preserving its name 
trom soil, a woman will certainly 
become promiscuous.

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KROI-FM 97, sister station on quick rise 


Editors note: This is the third in a 
series of articles covering FM radio 
stations in Sacramento. The four- 
th, and final, segment will deal with 
KSFM and will appear shortly.

One of the more noticeable 
characteristics of many radio 
stations is the frequent occurrence 
of format changes. Nearly all radio 
stations want to reach as many 
hsteners as possible. They try to 
analyze what the market wants and 
what other stations are not presen- 
ting and then fill in the void as best 
as they can. The two stations (K 108 
& KZAP) which were described in 
previous articles of this series had 
both been survivors of assorted 
changes. So too, with the subject of 
this article: KROI-FM 97 

Until quite recently KROI was 
known as KEZS. It was 
predominantly a country and 
western station. However, in 
August a corporation purchased 


KEZS. The name was changed to 
the present one and the country 
format was thrown out. KROI is 
one of several stations in Sac- 
ramento that has a sister station. 
While KROI-FM broadcasts from 
northeast Sacramento, the KROY- 
AM studios are located downtown. 

KROI-FM is relatively small 
employing only eleven people. The 
average age of the DJs is twenty- 
five and, like K108, none of them 
are women. Unpretentious though 
it may be, KROI does appear to be 
on a rise, both financially and in 
terms of audience size. Considering 
the station's “youthfulness”, such 
success is not insignificant 

KROI is a good deal like many 
other Sacramento FM stations. It 
offers about the same amount of 
community services as its 
competitors. These include such 
features as religious programming 
on Sunday mornings, highlighting 
of community events, public ser- 
vice announcements and a 


weekend political affairs show. 
While the station does subscribe to 
two newsservices (UPI — Mutual 
Progressive Network) it avoids em- 
phasizing and playing up the news 
aspect in its programming. News is 
presented for four minutes, seven 
times a day. 

The most important aspect of 
every radio station is its music. 
What, then, is this statien’s format? 
KROI-FM can best be described as 
an “adult, contemporary” station 
Such a general term is somewhat 
vague however and clarification 
might be in order 

KROI’s “adult contemporary” 
format greatly resernbles the for- 
mats of many AM stations. The 
station plays almost nothing but 
lop 40 and recent top selling 
songs. While it does not make up 
totally restricting play lists, it does 
exercise stnct control over what is 
played. Nearly all cuts come off 45s 
and long versions of songs are 
nonexistent. Like some AM

stations, KROI engages in contests 
and giveaways. 

The main factor differentiating 
KROI from AM stations is the em- 
phasis on adult entertainment for 
an adult audience. The station 
primarily seeks listeners in the 18- 
24 age group. To accomplish this, it 
actively avoids “bubblegum” and 
hard rock types of music. The DJs, 
also, are keyed to an adult 
audience. They are not the overly 
talkative, hyperactive personalities 
heard on some AM stations nor are 
they the laid back, quasi-stoned 
type who inhabit the FM progres- 
sive rock airwaves. Rather, they lie 
somewhere in between the two: 
talking and awake, but not to the 
point of impairing appreciation of 
the music. The one aspect of 
KROI-FM which many are 
unaware of is that the station is not 
live, but instead is automated. The 
show you listen to Wednesday 
night might have been taped Tues- 
day morning. 


How good a station is KROI- 
FM? That is a difficult question to 
answer because there are two ways 
of looking at the station. The 
negative view is that KROI is as 
run of the mill a station as a person 
could find. It does not give atten- 
tion to unestablished artists or 
material, it does not offer any uni- 
que community services, it sets no 
trends and explores no new enter- 
tainment possibilities. 

The positive view is that KROI 
gives the people what they want to 
hear and avoids material that is not 
widely accepted. It does not waste 
time on untalented unknowns or 
on long doses of a single artist. 
Instead, jt takes the pulse of the 
record market and then plays what 
stands out KROI avoids 
stagnation and staidness by play- 
ing a fast changing variety of 
contemporary music. 

Whichever view a _ person 
adopts will depend solely on their 
individual tastes and preferences.

‘Royal Flash’

A daring hero who braves the 
perils of death to free the op- 
pressed. A virtuous heroine, pure 
of heart. A hero without fear, and 
chaste. These have been the 
traditional requirements of hero 
and heroine in a swashbuckling 
adventure since Sir Walter Scott 
and Alexander Dumas first created 
the style. 

But not anymore. For the anti- 
hero has arrived in swashbucklers, 
and his name is Harry Flashman 
(affectiopaly known as Flashy), 
and the film in which makes his 
cinematic debut is Richard Lester's 
“Royal Fiash.” 

Lester, the director who gaves 
you the Musketeers in both their 
pictures, has once again raided into 
the territory of Errol Flynn. And if 
this film is not quite up to the level 
of the Musketeers, it is still enter- 
taining enough to be a very 
pleasant diversion indeed 

The hero is Harry Flashman, a 
captain of the British cavalry in the 
1840s. The film opens with a 
takeoff on “Patton” as Flashman 
stands before a huge British flag, a 
la George C. Scott in Patton's 
opening scene. He is making a 
speech to a group of school 
children about the virtues of being 
honest. He finishes with the 
statement that he “must be atten- 
ding to the strains of a military life” 
and then oes off, as the 
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is swashbuckling adventure 


schoolmaster calls him a credit to 
“his country and his God.” The 
next scenes show him gambling, 
drinking, and whoring in a most 
un-Victorian fashion. 

This sets the scene for the whole 
film which follows. Flashman 
becomes involved with Otto Von 
Bismarck and his scheme to unify 
the hundred and one small duchys 
that made up Germany at that time 
into one greater Germany 
Flashman gets involved in a plot to 
take over of these duchys by 
substituting for the prince, who 
has, in the delicate words of Bis- 
marck, “come down with a social 
disease.” (Flash replies, “Oh, he got 
a dose of clap?”) If this sounds like 
the old Ronald Colman thriller, 
“The Prisoner of Zenda,” I'm sure 
the similiarity is completely 


The result in a_ series of 
swashbuckling adventures which 
would make Errol Flynn's mouth 
water. Needless to say the adven- 
tures of Flashy in bed are 
ch, icalled more fully than the 
films of the Flynn period would 
have dared to. But it is all in fun, 
and most of it entertaining. 

The production is lavish and 
lovely. The performances by 
Malcoim McDowell of 
“Clockwork Orange” as Flashy, 
Oliver Reed as Count Von Bis- 
marck, and Alan Bates as Bis- 
marck’s Villaninous henchman are 
ali fine. George McDonald Fraser. 
whe wrote the script from the first 
two novels of his “Flashman” series 
of books, has written a witty, often 
outragious, screenplay. All in all, 
“Royal Flash” is good enter- 
tainment for the holiday season
